His home is at Mark- 
jeysburg and h<i is proud of his an- 
cestry. He has garnered through his 
family a wealth of knowledge about 
his worthy ancestor; much of which 
the world in general knows nothing 
about. 


It* Is probably not generally known 


that Daniel Boone during his lifetime 
•was right at the eige of Fayette coun- 
ty, for on. one occasion he came from 
Kentucfcy"'.o pay ii visit to his daugh- 
ter, Strfe. Hardln, Vfho lived near Som- 
erne1..!. He- stayed only a few days, 
however. Mr. France has often heard 
his mother tell of this visit by -her 
grandfather Booms to this section. 


Mr. Frazee's grandfather, William 


Hardln, was a member of a family still 
famous in Kentucky, perha.ps • the best 
known one In reosnt years being Hon. 
P. Watt Hardin, who was the Demo- 
cratic candidate. :for Governor of the 
Blue Grass State when Hon. "W. O. 
Bradley, : Republican, was elected. 
Susie Bqohe, who. married William 
^ardin, and her sister, when small 
girls, were captured by the Indians, 
but were rescued soon afterwards. 


Among the leading characteristics of 


Mr. Frazee are a great love of hunting 
and a fondness for outdoor life and it 
seems likely that these are Inherited 
traits handed .down through se'veral 
generations. Mr. Frazee used to be a 
great deer hunter in his younger 
years -when d«er were plentiful in 
Henry Clay at:d " Wharton townships 
and over the line In West Virginia. He 
was also a good marksman and always 
held, his own In shooting matches 
whica were 'numerous in pasj^. years in 
his section.; ,He still hunts occasion- 
ally, but fox hunting Is about the only 
exciting sport now available In his 
neighborhood. 


The grandmother of Mr. Frazee, 


who was Susie Boone Hardin, men- 
tioned above, was the mother of 18 
children, nine boys and nine girls, and 
of these 17 fp-ew to manhood and 
womanhood and several are still liv- 
ing: Most of tho descendants of Boone 
live in Kentucky, but others are scat- 
tered over' Maryland, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and other States.

PURE FOOD LAW 


To Bo Tested by the Courts-With the 


N* enchants Opposing It—Preserv- 


atives in Fruits. 


The committee came here to confer 


with Mr. Fonst regarding bis order to 
prosecute 
everyone 
found 
selling 


fruits prepared with sulphurous acid 
•under the fifth clause of the flfth sec- 
tion of the pure food law, which pro- 
hibits the use of "any substance or 
ingredient" which is poisonous or in- 
jurious to health. Practically all Cal- 
ifornia peaches, apricots and the like 
sent to Pennsylvania are treated with 
this acid, and Mr. Fouat insists that 
they come under the clause. The com- 
mittee and Mr. Foust appeared before 
Deputy Attorney General Cunningham, 
and the merchants contended that if 
the fruits as treated were not consid- 
ered as adulterated by the Federal act 
they could not be so listed in Pennsyl- 
vania. Mr. Foust answered that the 
courts must decide that, and gave a 
similar answer ^to tha next two con- 
tentious, which were: 


That Secretary Wilson had Issued 


in Washington a ruling that prosecu- 
tions should not be made when a lim- 
ited amount of preservative was uaed 
and^tiat in the process of cooking the 
alleged deleterious substance disap- 
peared so that when fruits appeared 
on the table they were harmless. They 
held that additional provisions of tlo 
law covered those points, but the Com- 
missioner declined to recede. ; 


An agreement was then reached 


whereby the State would prosecute 
two cases hi Hollidaysburg and Clear- 
Held under the Tusttn law and the 
merchants will defend them, so that 
the questions of law and. immunity 
will be settled. 


There are more than $4.000.000 worth 


of various California fruits in Penn- 
sylvania warehouses and stores, the 
bulk being in the retail trade, and the 
decisions of the courts will thus be 
far-reaching. Pending the determina- 
tion no additional prosecutions will be 
instituted.

WHERE HORSES ARE FED BREAD. 


I3rt!ud, once the staple food of horses 


in England, is still used In pome parts 
of Europe. Veterinary Colonel Nunn, 
remarking on the condition of a mare 
behind rrliJeh he was iravi'Tmg in Swit- 
zerland, was told by the driver that her 
condition was due to the ration of bread 
which, he said, was Riven to all work- 
ing" horses in the Engadine. This bread 
is rmu3e In ]ong loaves, the usual for- 
eign f=h;ipe. f:;om third class rye flour. 
They are baked as hurd as a brick and 
are perfectly dry, the people holding 
that dry broad is more digestible and 
also keeps longer. The coachmen give 
ih^ir horses one pound of bread In the 
morniriiT and a feed of bread when 
halting to bait. Hay and oats arc given 
as well. Two pounds of this rye bread 
are considered equal to about three 
pounds of cats, but the bread is more 
expensive than oat*.

The word automatic is derived from 


the word automaton, which means a 
machine moved by interior machin- 
er>, which imitates action of men or 
animals. This would include all ie- 
peatiug rifles and revolvers, but would 
it include the 
double-barreled shot 


gun? 


It is not necessary to load a repeat- 


ing rifle or s>not gun until six or more 
shots are fired, and it is not necessary 
to load a double-barreled shot gun 
until two shots arc fired. A rovoher 
also is not reloaded unti] five or more 
shots are fired. 


Several lawyers in the State have 


been heard to express their opinion 
ou the subject, and in all instances 
were of the opinion that tho douljle- 
barreled shot gun must go, according 
to the Bluestone law.
